SCHOOL  REPORT. 


To  the  citizens  of  Bamstead  the  following  report  is  most 
respectfully  submitted. 

There  have  been  eleven  schools,  of  twenty  eight  weeks 
each,  maintained  during  the  past  year.  There  were  but  two 
scholars  in  the  Pitman  district  so  it  was  thought  best  to  send 
them  to  Shackford's  Corner  and  Mr.  S  J.  Berry  was  employed 
to  take  them  to  and  from  school  at  an  expense  of  fifty-nine 
dollars. 

Tbe  average  daily  attendance  has  been  very  good  con- 
sidering the  number  of  schoo's  interrupted  bv  measles  which 
has  been  very  prevalent  of  late,  still  this  is  too  far  below  the 
whole  number  enrolled. 

At  the  risk  of  tiring  those  who  keep  their  children  at 
home,  for  no  good  reason,  we  agaiu,  as  so  often  before,  ask 
that  those  boys  and  girls  be  sent  more  regularly  in  the  future 
Nearly  ail  parents  spare  no  pains  to  have  their  children  reap 
the  greatest  benefit  from  the  advantages  offered  them  and  the 
remainder  can  be  at  no  better  business  than  making  an}7 
reasonable  sacrifice  that  their  children  may  never  look  back  10 
these  days  and  lament  over  opportunities  wasted. 

Of  the  eighteen  different  teachers  employed,  sixtpen  h  ive 
had  wide  experience,  fifteen  having  taught  in  towu  before. 
All  selected  on  their  merits  and  as  a  result  there  has  not  been 
a  poor  school  for  the  year. 

In  nearly  all  districts  it  has  for  years  been  difficult  to  get 
the  flies  built  in  the  morning,  owing  to  the  small  number  of 
boys  of  suitable  age  to  be  intrusted  with  such  duties,  conse- 
quently someone  in  each    district  was    employed  to    look  after 
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this  matter,  at  an  expense  of  twenty-five  cents  per  week.  Tlie 
arrangement  gives  great  satisfaction. 

The  Tasker  and  the  Shackford's  Corner  school  houses  have 
been  shingled  and  the  shed  in  the  Bickford  district  has  been 
completely  made  over  and  is  as  good  as  new. 

For  the  greater  part  of  our  boys  and  girls^  get  all  the 
school  privileges  they  ever  enjoy  from  our  common  schools 
and  it  is  clearly  our  duty  to  these  children,  our  town  and  state 
to  put  forth  every  effort  to  have  these  schools  as  long  as  is 
best  and  as  valuable  as  we  can  make  them.
